SHOULD HAVE A SETTLED POLICY. 


T 


HE report that Democratic Senators are pre- 
paring to advocate the freedom of the Filipin- 


os, while the Democrats in the House were willing 
to let the Filipino policy drift, is, in the opinion of 
the Nontpelier, (Vt.) Argus, indication of a contin- 
ued demoralization which makes effective action of 
any kind by the Democratic party organization im- 
possible.

This at least gave 
impressive meaning to the petitions and complaints 
that had been sent to Washington, and President 
Roosevelt has regarded it necessary to do something 
towards an effort to change the situation and he has 
called for the resignation of Governor Dole, who, it 
is reported, will be succeeded by a native of the 
islands, not a carpet-bagger, the richest Hawaiian 
in the'jslands, but a half-breed who can scarcely be 
expected to understand our governmental methods 
with their peculiar red tape accompaniments. 
This 


will be a triumph for the half-breed faction and 
make the whites correspondingly despondent, and 
especially the missionaries, whose welfare has had 
the strongest sympathy 
from Governor 
Dole. 


Whether the second condition shall prove better 
than the first is doubtful and that matters in any 
event will prove bad enough is not at all improb- 
able.

colonial troubles and annoyances from which no 
nation that has had such dependents has ever or 
ever \\ ill be free, because it is an unnatural scheme 
of government.
